GAY AT PORT ROYAL. 


A Great Celebration to Be Held at the 
Town on Monday. 


CROWDS OF VISITORS EXPECTED 


Gala Times in Honor of the Sailing o 
the First Passenger Steamer from a 
South Atlantic Portto Europe. 


Augusta, Ga., Xpril 13.—(Special.)—Next 
Monday will be a gala day for Port Royal 
and will mark a new era in southern pro- 
gress. Excursionists will flock there from 
Augusta, Atlanta, Charleston, Savannah 
and other cities to celebrate the clearing 
of the Mexican, the first steamer of the 
first European passenger line from a south 
Atlantic port. This steamer will leave 
on April 22a for Liverpool. 

The opea@sg of this direct passenger con- 
nection betweemr Europe and Port Royal 
is of immeasurable intercst to Augusta 
and the adjacent territory, and is the com- 
mencement of an epoch in the history of 
the south. ‘To satisfy the natural desire 
of the people to witness the inception of 
this movement, the railroads will run ex- 
cursions to Port Royal on Monday and all 
who go wiil be royally entertained and 
given an enjoyable time. * 

Monday has been set apart as Augusta’s 
day in Port Royal and the people will show 
their appreciation of this distinction by 
taking a day off from the hurly-burly of 
business affairs. A free excursion around 
the Port Royal harbor has been arranged. 
The steamer Mexican, which will make the 
initial trip and will have the distinction of 
being the first passenger steamer that ever 
cleared a soutn Atlantic port for Europe, 
has a capacity of 56,000 tons. It is con- 
structed upon the most approved modern 
style, luxuriously equipped and furnished 
with all modern conveniences, handsomely 
appointed with saloons, affording comfort- 
able and pleasant passage for 200 passen- 
The opening of this direct trade and 
travel between Port Royal and Liverpool 
is the herald of the birth of broader and 
more liberal commercial communication for 
Augusta and the south. 

The Mexicar is one of the fleet of the 
West India and Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany. It is comparatively a new ship. 


/ it was built at Barron, England, by the 


Naval Construction Company and made 
her tirst voyage to New Orleans from Mex- 
ico. Its length is 470 feet, forty-four feet 
beam and thirty-three feet depth. it has 
both American and English passenger cer- 
tificates. It has made the trip from New 
Orleans to Liverpovl in seventeen and a 
half days. The Mexican is commanded by 
Captain Norton Alexander, who has been 
in the New Orleans trade for a number of 
years. Captain Alexander visited Augusta 
yesterday. 

Passengers have been booked to go to 
Liverpool on the Mexican next week from 
Memphis, Atlanta, Augusta, Charleston and 
other cities. 

If the Port Royal Shipping Company re- 
ceives the proper encouragement and co-op- 
eration it is the intention to establish a reg- 
ular passenger line between Port Royal and 
Europe equal in every respect to the north- 
ern lines. 

The Mexican will be followed by a sister 
boat of the West India Pacific Company, 
which will clear Port Royal about May 
22d. The naval and dry docks built on Par- 
is island, just out from Port Royal, are the 
largest in the United States, and Uncle 
Sam has beautiful buildings there for the 
accommodation of the officers and sailors. 

The Port Royal Shipping Company first 
opened up direct trade between the 


' south and Europe when it cleared the first 


boat from Port Royal last October. Since 
then fifteen freight ships have been loaded 
and coaled at the Port Royal coaling sta- 
tion and sailed direct for Liverpool without 
having te go to Norfo:k for fuel, as the 
ships have to do that leave Charleston, Sa- 
vannah and Brunswick. 

These ships have not been entirely loaded 
with cotton as other ships from south At- 
lantic ports are freighted, but they have 
carried miscellaneous cargoes of cotton, 
grain, flour, provisions, phosphates, etc. The 
advantage of these ships entering and leav- 
ing Port Royal is that they can enter the 
harbor without the least difficulty. To get 
into other south Atlantic ports, considerable 
delay is experienced. 

Port Royal is distinguished as being the 
only south Atlantic port from which a cargo 
of grain has been shipped to Liverpool. 

The experiment of uirect traue iias so far 
been a success with the Port Royal Sh:pping 
Company and it is now going to put on 
its line a finer class of boats, larger 
and better fitted up. The largest ships in 
the world can enter Port Royal. The Mexi- 
can draws twenty-eight to twenty-nine 
feet. The feature which is expected to 
make the passenger line of steamers from 
Port Royal to Liverpool popular with the 
southern people, is the cheapness of the 
trip. The fare from Port Royal to Liver- 
pool is only $55, about one-half the price 
charged from New York. It will be a big 
saving for the people of this section going 
to Europe to make the trip via Port Royal, 
for the fare from any southern city to 
New York is equal to one-half the price of 
tickets to Liverpool from Port Royal. The 
Mexican will make the trip across the At- 
lantic in about the same length of time 
that New York steamers require, 


THE DEATH ROLL. 


Camden, S. C., April 13.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral J. B. Kershaw, a distinguished citizen 
of South Carolina, died last night at his 
home in Camden. He was born in January, 
1822. He was a grandson of General James 
Kershaw, of revolutionary fame, in whose 
honor this county was named. At the 
age of twenty-four he served as lieutenant 
in the Mexican war. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1840 and sucessfully practiced law 
until the opening of the civil war. He 
entered as calonel of the Second South Car- 
Olina volunteers, distinguished himself in 
the great battles of the war and rose to 
the rank of major general. He served in 
the general assembly of South Carolina as 
a legislator and senator before and after 
the civil war. He was elected judge of the 
fifth judicial circuit in June, 1872, but re- 
signed the judgeship in June, 1893, on ac- 
count of ill health. A few months ago he 
was appointed postmaster at this place, 
which office he held at the time of his 
death. He was appointed by Governor Till- 
man and the Carouiina legislature in 1893 to 
prepare a history of the commands that 
served in the confederate army from this 
state. 

Columbia, 8S. C., April 13.—(Special.)—The 
courthouse here was draped in mourning in 
honor of ex-Judge Kershaw. A message 
of condolence was teleg-iphed to his family 
by Chief Justice McIver. A special train 
will leave here tomorrow morning to convey 
the Survivors’ Association and the state 
officials to Camden to attend the funeral. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 13.—(Special.)— 
B. R. Thomas, a representative from Hamil- 
ton county, in the state legislature, session 
of 1890-91, died last night, aged sixty-nine 
years. ‘Squire Thomas was a public-spir- 
ited citizen, an active republican and a na- 
tive of Marlborough county, South Carolhna. 
In 1876 he sat in the Alabama legislature 
from Marengo county, removing to Chat- 
tanooga in 1881. 

Columbia, o. C., April 13.—(Sgpecial.)—Mr. 
P. O. Ransom, a well-known young busi- 
ness ‘man, died at his residence near this 
city last night. He leaves a widow and one 
child. He was a brother of Luther A. 
R-nsom. of Atlanta, Ga. 

Columbus, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—A 
gloom of sadness was cast over this city 
tonight by the death of one of the oldest 
and most prominent citizens of Columbus, 
Dr. Robert Carter, probably the oldest druz- 
gist in the south. He was found dead in 
his drug store about 9 o’clock tonight. He 
has been engaged in the drug business in 
this city for over half a century. He was 
well known throughout Georgia and Ala- 
bama. He died of heart disease. He was 
seventy-seven years old and leaves a wife 
anu one son.

- BYERS ON TRIAL. 


He Is Charged with Having Murdered 
His Consin for Robbery. 


IS CIRCUMSTANTIAL 


THE EVIDENCE 


However, It Is Strong Against the Prison- 
er, Who Will Try to Prove an Alibi. 
Many Witnesses to Testify. 


Birmingham, Ala, April 13.—(Special.)— 
The trial of Eugene Byers, charged with 
the murder on January 7th of his cousin, 
Eugene Walker, a young federal officer, 
who was here on a visit to the defendant 
has been well gone into. About 100 wit- 
nest@: are to be examined and the tria) 
will probably last a week. The atrocity of 
the crime charged to Byers is so great 
that unusual interest centers in the case, 

' A jury was secured on Tuesday and a 


day and today. Captain Thad Walker, a 
farmer of Walker county, and father of 
the murdered man, was the first witness 
He stated his son was twenty-seven years 
old at the time of his death and had served 
for five years in the United States army in 
Nebraska. He said his boy was en route 
home on a furlough and had stopped over 
to spend a couple of days with his cousin 
the defendant. 

Dr. Gillespie, who made the post mortem, 
swore that the deceased had met his death 
from a pistol ball which had been fired into 
his head just back of his left ear. The 
weapon had evidently, he stated, been 
placed close to the body when fired 

Henry Stopp, the next witness, was a 
newsboy at the time of Walker’s murder. 
He was delivering his papers early Sunday 
morhing, January 8sth, and was cutting 
across a strip of woods to some out-lying 
hous@ds, when he encountered the dead 
body of a man dressed in uniform. The 
spot where it lay was three or four blocks 
from any house, and two or three blocks 
from the terminus of the Behren’s park 
Street car line. Beside the body lay two 
cigars which had been lighted, but which 
had been smoked very little. They lay in 
a pool of blood which had run from a 
wound in the head of the dead man. 

Smiley, an undertaker and livery man, 
testified he had brought the body to the 
city to the morgue. He stated that about 
noon before he had seen the body, Eugene 
Byers, the defendant, had telephoned him 
for a buggy, saying he had heard a man 
had been killed and he thought from the 
description it was his cousin. Smiley tola 
him that the dead wagon had been sent 
after the corpse and he came at once to 
the undertaking shop. Byers and Smiley 
looked at the body together. Byers said 
it was that of his cousin. He said he had 
seen him last about 7 o’clock the night be- 
fore on Twentieth street. He said he had 
not been in the vicinity of the murder with 
him. 

Oscar White, G. H. Vann and Francisco, 
all bar“men, stated they had seen young 
Walker with a roll of bills on his person 
the day of and ff day before Ti* murder, 
and that Byers had proposed to them that 
they go in together and fleece his cousin at 
cards. One of them stated that Byers had 
a large sum of money on his person the 
night after the murder. 

L. B. Musgrove, a prominent citizen, 
swore he saw Byers and the deceased get 
on the car together about dark. 

G. F. Campbell swore that Byers told him 
confidentially that his cousin had three or 
four hundred dollars on him and that he 
proposed to get it. He tried to form a 
conspiracy with the witness, Campbell, says 
to rob the cousin at cards. Campbell says 
Byers told him to ‘thelp him keep Walker 
away from the postoffice or he might send 
the money away. Three lifferent barmen 
swore that Byers had tried to borrow a 


pistol from them about 5 o’clock on the 


| evening of the murder. 


Blank, a pawnbroker, swore that. Byers 
came into his store alone and bought a 
pistol soon after 6 o’clock. He brought it 
back about 8 o’clock and exchanved it for 
another. The pistol when examined later 
on gave evidence of having been recently 
fired. An attempt had apparently been 
made to clean it, and some paper was left 
in the barrel. 

Expert witnesses testified that it was their 
opiuion that the writing on the paper was 
Byers’s handwriting. Wyley Pruitt, a street 
car driver, testified that Byers und the de- 


p. m. the evening of the murder. They 
left the car at the terminus, only a block 
or two from the scene of the murder, and 
started in the direction of the place where 
the tragedy was enacted. Both men were 
drinking. This was the last seen of Walker 
alive, and the last seen of Byers until about 
8:30 o'clock. 

The state’s theory is that the defendant 
intoxicated his cousin, took him into the 
woods and as they sat and smoked together, 
murdered and robbed him. The defense will 
undertake to prove an alibi. 


CONTAINS POISON. 


Professor White Makes a Report on 
the Drink Monterey. 

Athens, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—A mass 
meeting of the citizens of Clarke county 
has been called for Monday, April 23d at 
noon at Dupree hall, for the purpose of 
electing a new executive committee to con- 
trol the gubernatorial contest and other 
elections. 

Dr. H. C. White has analyzed the drink 
*“‘Monterey,’”’ captured by Chief Oliver, 
Wednesday, from the soda fount of F. M. 
Butler. His letter to the chief of police is 
as follows: “I find the sample.of Monterey 
handed me by you yesterday to be an 
alcoholic liquor containing 26.40 per cent 
alcohol sweetened with sugar and caramel 
(of which the liquor contains 8.10 per cent 
of its weight) and flavored with a smal] 
quantity of the gil of bitter almond, prob- 
ably artificial oil adulterated with nitrc 
benzine, small quantities of this latter 
substance being detected. This is an alco- 
holic, intoxicating liquor. The flavoring 
matter, which is evidently intended to mask 
by its own powerful odor the odor of alco- 
hol, is a dangerous and poisonous substance. 

Does Not Know Who Shot Him. 

Mr. J. E. Thurmond, of Statham station, 
on the Seaboard Air-Line, came to Athens 
yesterday with a bullet in his skull which 
was put there from the revolver of an 
unknown assailant. 

It appears that a son of Mr. Thurmond 
got into a difficulty with Mr. Joe Arnold 
on Wednesday night. 

Mr. J. E. Thurmond went to the stable 
where the difficulty took place to see what 
he could do toward stopping the trouble. 
There was a big crowd arvund and Mr. 
Thurmond said he was urging the two 
young men to desist, when, suddenly and 
without warning, a shot rang out from be- 
hind him. The ball struck his skull and 
he fell to the ground unconscious. 

When he recovered consciousness the town 
marshal was examining his wound and he 
felt very weak from loss of blood. He will 
get well.

Through the instrumentality of The Con- 
stitution the identity of the man found 
dead at Adel two or three days ago has 
been satisfactorily identified. :

The tintype was sent to The Constitution 
from Adel, where the dead body was found, 
and by The Constitution was turned over 
to Chief Connolly to aid in the identifica- 
tion of the dead stranger. Yesterday morn- 
ing Chief Connolly had Mr. Vittur to look 
at the picture and that gentleman stated 
that it was the same tintype he had often 
seen Alexander have. The tintype is old 
and almost obscured by marks, but. the 
face remains tolerably clear, and the shape 
of the tin is such as to render recognition 
easy from one who has seen it before.

THE COYOTE, 


He May Be Appropriately Termed a 
Tramp of the Animal Kingdom. 


In mind and manners the coyote, prairie 
wolf or barking wolf is simply a wild dog, 
according to a writer in St. Nicholas, in 
which the following illustrated description 
is found: Like the tramp that he is, he 
loves to prowl around the outskirts of civ- 
ilization and live actually within sight of 
his human foe. So long as he can keep out 
of fair rifle range he is satistied and looks 
upon the whole world as his lawful prey. 
Even when fired at he does not mind it 
much, but usually trots off leisurely, carry- 
ing his head on a line with his body. 

He stops every now and then to look back 
at the shooter, tempting him to waste an- 
other cartridge. 

Personally the coyote is simply a small 
and timidgray wolf, with a few brownish 
markings, midway in size between the big 
gray wolf and the red fox. The reddish 
brown markings are on the legs and the up- 
per half of the face in front of the eyes

AMATEUR ATHLETICS. 


Something was said in The Constitution, 
Jr., of last week, about baseball and the 
relative importance of the various positions. 
it-would not be amiss to give the boys just 
a hint as to how the different positions 
should be plaved. The rules prescribe the 
exact position of only one man—the pitcher. 
The necessities of every indivicual game dic- 
tate the proper position of the other play- 
ers. For instance: A bali must be caught 
“on the fiy” at the third strike in order to 
reure the batter. Still it is optional with the 
catcher whether he shall take the ball on 
the ‘sound or not, and throw the batter, who 
has become a runner, oui at first. ‘The 
catcher should stand back about forty feet 
from the home plate before the third strike 
with no man on bases. After that the 
catcher moves up to within from four to 
seven feet of the home plate. He should 
always have a mask and wear a “mitt” on 
the left hand; a glove on the right hand is 
unnecessary. The pitcher and catcher must 
have a thorough understanding of the signs. 
But, to be brief: The first baseman should 
stand about twenty feet from his base and 
ten feet back of the runner’s line; the pitch- 
er must always be ready to occupy the base 
on a hit ball to the first baseman, and must 
always ‘“‘back’’ him up. The second base- 
man plays thirty feet from second base, 
and nearly as many feet back of the line, 
watching to “back’’ either first baseman 
or shortstop. -The shortstop plays between 
second and third bases, somewhat nearer 
second base, and watches out for the third 
baseman, who plays like the first baseman. 
Of the fielders the center fielder should 
work the hardest, as he has tne other fleld- 
ers to help. The field captain should always 
wall out the name of the man who is to 
catch the ball, should there be the least 
likelihood of a misunderstanding.

Did you ever think that the beetle that 
flies around the room with a continued

it? Not leng ago I spent several enjoyable 
hours with a scientist of Washington, who 
showed and told me much about the beetle 
which I did not Know before. 

I looked at the back of an ordinary 
“Junebug’”’ through a microscope. Its bright 
green coat had the appearance of rows af- 
ter rows of cauliflower heads, even!ty array- 
ed and beautifully colored, a bright green 
outside and very pale in the center. The 
brown ridge down the back is a beautiful 
red, and the Junebug’s breast is a mingled 
mixture of gold, brown, red, etc., all well 
blended. 

Ater scrutinizing this, I looked at the eye 
of a beeatie. On the glass it was but&a tiny 
speck, but through the microscope I saw it 
was composed of numerous tiny disks some- 
where about five thousand—which reminded 
me so much of a honeycomb. Hach of 
these is a perfect lens. It was hard to be- 
lieve this, but after having tested it I was 
convinced. 

First, 1 helda black Greek cross about 
one and a half inches long close and then 
far away from the four small lenses join- 
ed together. This looked large and small 
in turn in each of the lenses. Next, with 
tue deetle’s eyes still on the slide and after

‘A VICTIM AT LAST.| 


A Scaffold, a Coffin, and a Shroud 
Lie Idle Two Years 


WAITING FOR ROCKMORE 


Bockmore Gives His Version of the Eill- 
ing for Which He Is to Hang Friday. 
A Remarkable Case Ended. 


JEFF 


In the narrow space back of the little 
square box-like jail of solid granite at Deca- 
tur Sheriff Austin built a sinister looking 
scaffold, cross beam, death-trap and trigger 
two years ago, The tall, wooden skeleton 
has remained there since, defying rain and 
storm. 

At the same time the scaffold was built 
Sheriff Austin purchased a plain pine 
coffin, painted dark brown. That coffin is 
still unused at Swanton’s storeroom in De- 
catur. 

Both will be used next Friday, and in the 
execution of the victim for whom they were 
originally intended. They have patiently 
waited while the changes of law and of 
providence have buffeted the ill-fated vic- 
tim back and forth between hope and de- 
spair. 

The coffin was made long to suit the phys- 
ical proportions of Jeff Rockmore, and the 
scaffold was built high so that when the 
death-trap. fell from under his feet he 
would not go to the ground. The scaffold 
is built after a style of architecture pecu- 
liarly Sheriff Austin’s own. Two large up- 
right posts with a cross beam from which 
a@ rope dangles, a wide platform running 
back some fifteen feet, a trap which swings 
on a pivot, a trigger to hold the trap in 
position, and—you have the mechanism of 
the death platform. Fifty people can sit 
on the platform and seats for that purpose 
are strung around the sides. It occupies 
one-third of the space back of the jail. 

Rockmore is confined in the jail, which is 
built solidly of mountain rock, not three 
feet from the scaffold on which he will die 
next Friday. Two narrow’ perpendicular 
windows open upon the rear yard and the 
Shadow of the scaffold falls into the jail 
through them. If Rockmore cared he could 
see the scaffold from those windows. 

Tlis case has had a most remarkable his- 
tory in the courts. Twice he has been tried 
before a jury and twice his case has been 
before the supreme,court; once the governor 
granted him a respite, and many times ex- 
ecutive clemency has been asked for him. 

The crime for which he is to hang oc- 
curred May 2, 1892, on a Georgia railroad 
train between Atlanta and Decatur Ex- 
actly how the killing occurred will never 
be known. Two stories are told and they are 
as widely apart as truth and -falsehood. 

Rockmore told a story to the representa- 
tive of The Constitution yesterday which 
places the killing in the light of self-de- 
fense. He is a tall, muscular, humble, sim- 
ple, ignorant, half-brutish negro. His feat- 
ures are flabby and stupid in expression. 
He realizes fully that he isto die, but as he 
was once within twelve hours of being hung 
he accepts his fate with compcsure. He 
talks in a whining, complaining voice. 

“I killed fewell Smith,” said he, “ ’cause 
he wuz comin’ at me wid a knife, an’ he 
sed he wuz a-goin to kill me. He cussed 
me, an’ as we had a fuss de day befo’, l 
knew he meant what he said, so I picked up 
a piece of iron and killed him. We had a 
fight at Conyers de day befo’.. Bofe of us 
wuz workin’ on de Georgia road work 
train, an’ we wuz in de car and de door 
wuz closed. It was full of smoke an’ I 
wanted to open de door. He got mad an’ 
jumped at me an’ knocked me down wid a 
monkey wrench. I got de scar on my head 
whur he hit me now. 

“I tole all of *em dat I wuz willin’ to 
let it drop, an’ I didn’t do nothin’ ’bout it, 
but went on ’bout my work jes’ lak I allus. 
De next day we wuz comin’ to Atlanta. and 
jes’ after we lef’ Decatur the started at me 
wid a knife an’ I picked up a big piece of 
iron _ and hit him on de head. The lick 
killed him.’’ 

Rockmore’s story was contradicted by a 
number of witnesses. They testified unani- 
mously that he was still mad because of 
the fight at Conyers, and was bent on re- 
venge. Jewell Smith was in one of the cars 
talking to some of his companions when 
oe slipped up from behind and killed 


On this testimony Rockmore was convicted 
off murder soon after the killing. For 
safety’s sake he was brought to Atlanta 
and kept here. He cid quite a number of 
things to achieve distinction while in the 
Atlanta prison. He was one of the leaders 
in a bold attempt to break out. 

He remained in the Atlanta jail until the 
day before the Friday on which he was 
to hang. Every arrangement for the execu- 
tion had been made, the gallows built and 
even the coffin and shroud purchased. 
Rockmore spent the day in his cell in a 
dumb, brute-like effort to realize his posi- 
tion. Althouch there was very little in him, 
save his helplessness and ignorance, to 
commend him to merey or consideration. 
some kind peonle interested themselves in 
his behalf, and as it appeared that some 
new and very vital evidence favorable to 
him had been discovered, they secured a 
respite from Governor Northen just a few 
shert hours before Rockmore was to hang. 

e chances for saving his neck seemed 
of the very best. Manv felt confident that 
he would be acquitted. A new trial was 
secured on the strength of the new evidence 
which failed to materialize to aiv consid- 
erable extent in the trial, and Rockmore 
was a second time convicted. Appeals have 
been mado in vain to the governor and to 
the supreme court. 

Two petitions will be handed to Governor 
Northen next week, asking him to commute 
Rockmore’s sentence. One of these was 
ved ry by renga T. J. Ripley. who de- 
endec ockKmore, and is now in the 
of Sheriff Austin. ee 

The hanging next Friday will be private.
